"available forward bandwidth" and available reverse bandwidth", in the previous office action the section of ISE disclosing bandwidth was 
cited and shown in the response to arguments (column 18 lines 62-67 remaining bandwidth) in addition ISE discloses remaining resources 
can be bandwidth (column 8 lines 45-50) and therefore relates to bandwidth. Examiner disagrees with Applicant's statement that the claims 
are interpreted in an unreasonable fashion as Applicant has not provided any evidence besides a statement the Examiner's interpretation is 
unreasonable.
